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IN  an  age  remote,  the  Greek  physicians  erected  the  Temples  of  TLsculapius  in  proximity  to  certain  mineral 
springs  in  recognition  of  the  curative  properties  the  waters  were  found  to  possess.  Later,  we  find  Herod 
visiting  the  springs  of  Tabareah  and  the  warm  baths  of  Calierhoe.  The  Romans  discovered  the  springs  of 
Aix-la-Chapelle,  Baden-Baden  and  Bath  ;  and  Pliny  mentions  a  large  number  found  all  through  Europe. 
Though  but  recently  recognized  by  civilization  to  be  a  wonderful  fount  of  healing,  GRAY  MINERAL  SPRING  has 
a  history  which  is  deduced  from  Geological  and  Archaeological  conditions  which  surround  it.

TUI-,  site  of  Spring,  Hotel  and  Grounds  is  one  of  Nature’s  masterpieces.  It  is  on  the  bank  of  historic 
Venango,  w  hich  was  on  the  line  of  the  French  outposts  a  century  and  a  half  ago,  and  was  the  route 
taken  by  Washington  during  his  early  career,  when  journeying  from  Pittsburgh  to  Lake  Erie.  Who 
can  say  but  that  the  father  of  his  country,  weary  with  travel,  rested  beneath  the  same  trees  which  now 
surround  the  spring,  and  quaffed  the  crystal  beverage  now  famous  as  a  panacea  for  so  many  ills.  The  channel 
ot  the  river  at  this  point  is  deep  and  navigable  for  miles  for  steam  launches  and  row  boats,  which  can  be  had  at 
the  Hotel  wharf.  Fishing  is  unusually  fine,  for  the  deep  w  ater  is  the  favorite  haunt  of  the  larger  variety  of  fresh 
water  fish.  Black  bass  and  smaller  “fry”  are  found  in  abundance,  and  not  unfrequently  is  the  skillful  angler 
rewarded  by  a  “strike”  which,  w  hen  landed,  proves  to  be  a  pike  of  perhaps  fifteen  pounds;  or,  perchance,  a  thirty 
pounder.  The  river  winds  through  green  fields  and  leafy  woods,  where  Nature  dwells  in  all  her  loveliness  and 
where  the  song  bird’s  note  is  heard  from  morn  till  eve.  Overhanging  boughs  of  maple,  beech  and  w  illow  afford 
delightful  retreats  where,  on  a  summer  afternoon,  with  oars  at  rest  and  book  in  hand,  one  can  while  aw'ay  the 
hours  in  sweet  forgetfulness  of  the  world  and  all  its  cares. 

(  ambridgeboro  is  a  thriving  village  of  twelve  hundred  inhabitants,  is  thirteen  hundred  feet  above  the  level  of 
the  sea,  and  its  people  are  refined  and  cultured  to  a  high  degree.  Its  shady  avenues  are  well  kept,  and  its  thriv¬ 
ing  business  houses,  neat  and  costly  cottages  and  dwellings  give  it  the  stamp  of  prosperity.  The  surrounding 
country  is  a  veritable  garden,  and  agricultural  facilities  are  among  the  best  in  the  world.  The  roads  are  level 
and  hard,  and  drives  in  any  direction  are  participated  in  with  keen  relish  by  those  who  enjoy  a  spin  behind 
man’s  best  friend,  his  horse.  Erie  is  but  twenty-five  miles  distant;  Titusville,  about  twenty-four;  Meadville, 
fourteen.  Many  pretty  towns  of  less  importance  intervene,  such  as  Waterford,  with  its  Lake  Le  Beouf,  and 


Edinboro,  with  the  State  Normal  School  buildings  and  its  Lake  Conneauttee.  The  roads  are  equally  good  for 
bicycling,  and  wheels  start  daily  from  the  Riverside  for  runs  over  the  surrounding  country. 

During  the  season  the  woods  abound  with  all  varieties  of  small  game.  The  winding  river,  with  its  myriad 
curves  and  bayous,  the  lakes  and  ponds  in  the  vicinity,  resorted  to  by  migrating  wild  fowl,  afford  the  sports¬ 
man  now  and  then  such  shooting  as  to  mark  a  pleasant  epoch  in  the  book  of  his  exploits.

games  in  progress  on  the  lawns.  The  halls  are  spacious  and  the  rooms  large,  airy,  and  well  furnished.  The 
large  main  office  presents,  at  all  times,  the  appearance  of  home ;  for  guests  mingle  here  in  preference 
to  anywhere  else.  It  is  the  noticeable  feature  of  the  place  that,  upon  entering  this  room,  one  feels  that 
he  is  joining  a  “home  circle.”  Just  off  the  office  is  the  ladies’  parlor,  and  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  building, 
overlooking  the  river,  is  the  ball  room,  where,  at  almost  any  time,  can  be  found  enjoying  their  favorite  sport, 
the  light  footed  devotees  of  Terpsichore.  Certain  nights  in  the  week  orchestral  music  is  furnished,  and  all  so 
inclined  participate  in  the  dance. 

Last,  but  not  least,  the  dining  room,  opening  from  the  office,  is  located  in  the  front  wing  of  the  building;  is 
well  ventilated  and  lighted,  and  is  capable  oi  seating  the  full  capacity  of  the  house.  Here  the  guests  repair  at 
meal  time  to  partake  of  the  repast  prepared  by  the  chef  w  ith  deft  and  lavish  hand.  Guests  are  not  presented 

with  a  “Sanitarium”  bill  of  fare,  nor  do  they  eat  like  invalids,  for  the  mineral  water  creates  ravenous  appetites 

that  are  gratified  with  impunity.  Night  comes;  but  with  it  no  attendant  forebodings  by  the  sleepless,  for  a 
glass  of  Nature’s  soporific  courts  sweet  slumber,  while  Hygeia  tunes  up  the  unstrung  nerves. 

Marked  improvements  will  greet  the  eye  of  the  visitor  this  year.  “Riverside”  has  been  enlarged  one-third. 
The  Bottling  W  orks  and  Dy  namo  Houses  have  been  removed  to  a  more  sightly  location,  and  the  old  site  con- 


verted  into  a  lawn.  A  mammoth  barn  has  been  erected  where  equine  guests  will  be  royally  entertained,  and, 
if  debilitated  or  travel  weary,  mineral  water  will  impart  new  mettle.  A  picturesque  pavilion,  capable  of  seating 
three  hundred  persons,  has  supplanted  the  old  spring  house,  and  will  be  equipped  with  comfortable  seats  and 
tables  for  games,  etc.,  for  the  comfort  and  amusement  of  the  large  numbers  of  guests  who  are  wont  to  spend 
their  entire  time  at  the  spring.  The  N.  Y.,  P.  &  O.  R.  R.  has  erected  a  fine  new  depot,  more  favorably  located 
than  the  old  one  ;  and  there  will  be  found  at  all  trains  the  “  Riverside  ”  omnibus,  carriages  and  baggage  wagon 
awaiting  arrivals. 
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THE  BATHS.

They 
remove  the  impurities  that  the  water  forces  out  of  the  system  ;  they  improve  and  beautify  the  complexion  ;  they 
may  be  used  to  increase  or  reduce  flesh  ;  they  invigorate  the  muscles  and  cleanse  the  pores  of  the  skin,  placing 
them  in  shape  to  perform  their  proper  functions.  The  proper  baths,  taken  in  conjuction  with  drinking  the 
water,  constitute  a  most  formidable  enemy  to  Rheumatism,  Gout  or  Neuralgia  and  are  sure,  with  proper  care, 
to  eradicate  them.

The  gents’  department  is  con¬ 
ducted  by  a  most  attentive  and  exceptionally  efficient  gentleman  in  the  person  of  Prof.  J.  H.  Davison,  who  is  pro¬ 
nounced  to  be  without  an  equal  in  his  specialty.  Guests  can  rely  implicitly  upon  being  rightly  advised  what 
baths  to  use  and  with  what  frequency.  The  accommodations  are  most  ample  and  the  treatment  so  thorough 

and  devoid  of  haste,  that  patients  find  a  bath  here  a  positive  luxury.

Neither  is  there  scarcity  of  amusements  for  those  desiring  them  :  the  livery  service  is  fully  equipped  for  winter, 
and  the  same  roads  that  in  summer  furnish  such  enviable  drives,  when  clothed  with  winter’s  robe  of  white  are 
grander  still.  The  river,  too,  has  changed,  and  now,  instead  of  the  plash  of  oars  is  heard  the  swish  of  the  keen 
edged  skate,  as  its  wearer  gracefully  skims  along  with  a  swiftness  the  swallow  might  well  envy.  The  baths, 
too,  by  keeping  the  skin  in  a  healthy  condition  and  toning  up  the  nervous  structure,  enables  the  body  to  with¬ 
stand  atmospheric  changes  and  renders  the  system  impervious  to  the  attacks  of  disease.  With  every  facility 
for  comfort  and  these  two  safe-guards  of  health ,  “Hotel  Riverside”  is  much  to  be  preferred  to  the  enervating 
influence  of  a  humid  southern  atmosphere.

The 
livery  service  is  perfect  and  newly  equipped,  comprising  coachers,  driving  and  saddle  horses  and  ponies,  with  a 
full  assortment  of  W.  A.  Vaughn  &  Son’s  incomparable  carriages  and  sleighs.  This  barn  will  be  found  a  com¬ 
plete  hotel  in  its  way,  and  parties  wishing  to  bring  their  own  turnouts  can  do  so  with  the  assurance  that  they 
will  receive  as  good  care  as  in  their  own  stables.  The  barn  employes  are  men  accustomed  to  the  care  of  blooded 
stock,  and  the  barn  management,  as  well  as  all  other  departments,  will  be  under  the-  direct  supervision  of  the 
proprietor.
